Indications point towards an 
early start being made on the 
new post office building to be 
erected at the corner. of Main 
Street and Third Avenue, and 
many are of the certain helief 
that a, start, will be made before 
spring. 

L. B, Elliott, chief engineer 
inthe Public. Works Depart- 
ment of Edmonton, and Jas, 
Tibbitts of the samo depart- 
ment were here fora few days 
last week making the necessary 
survey and laid off the property 
for the contractors. A bill of 
material was also-submitted to 
loeal business houses. 

The building, it is understood, 
will cost upwards of $10,000 and 


will be constructed of brick and 


stone. ‘he design has not yet 
been seen, but from intimations 
mado by the architect in charge 
Dominion public buildings for 
this province who visited here 
last fall, if 7s thought thut the 
structure will present a hand- 
with 
basement and the first floor at 
least six feet above the ground 
level. ‘This will almost prove 
necessary in view of the low 
ground on which the building 
will be erected. ; 
An appropriation . of $5,000 
was made at the lust session ‘of 
parliament with which to pur- 
chase a site;and this will be 
added to at the present session 
to the extent of at least $10,000.

158 came from the United Kingdom, 
and $5,743,108 from the United States. 
The 48 active mills in 1912 consum- 
ed a total of 866,042 cords of raw ma- 
total 
eut of Canada being 1,846,910 cords, 
valued at $61,911,415, so that $980,868, 
or more than half the total was ex- 
ported in manufactures to the United 
States. In other words Canada ox- 
ported enough pulpwood to supply 
B4-milia of the average capacity now 
operating, and for the quantity of 
cordwood exported the owners re- 
ceived . $6,696,838, whereas, had the 
980,868 cords of pulpwood beer manu- 
factured in the~ Dominion it would 
have produced approximately 773,140 
tons of pulp which as the average 
price per ton of exported wood pulp 
‘fm 1912 was $17.10, {t would have 
realised $18,220,684. The actual price 
received. was $6,695,888, showing a 
Joss to the Dominfon (which would in- 
clude profit to the manufacturer and 
the cost of converting the materia! 
into pulp) of $6,524,866, and undoubdt- 
edly this coat of manufacture, in the 
form of wages, material, etc., would 
be @ source of wealth to the country 
in general.

The Weat so far appears to have 
fbeen sadly neglected by the capitaliet 
and manufacturer in this respect. 
(With the continuation of only normal 
growth in population it. can readily 
be seen that a large and increasing 
market:.ia developing for paper and 
its various manufactures. Even with 
the cessation of the present export of 
the raw product millions of dollars 
annually would be earned in the coun- 
try, but to that must be added the 
fact that by far the larger area of the 
Dominion has not yet even been in- | 
vestigated for this particular purpose. 

Market for Paper 

In Western Canada there are over 
650 daily and weekly newspapers and 
Magazines published with a dally, 
weekly aud monthly olrcuiation of 
over 1,000,000 copies. The construc- 
tion of new railroad lines continues 
at the rate of 1,000 miles or more 
per annum (branch and mala lines), 
and new towns are opened up at the 
rate of 150 to 200 each year. The 
larger proportion of these towas grow 
into the newspaper stage at a very 
early date. The demand for paper of 
all kinds within the next ten years 
‘will be enormous, and should be the 
meaus of supporting a large number 
of paper mills, as well as building up 
thriving communities. 

Western Canada has the wood and 
the water powers, it also has the 
rivers and streams for driving the 
logs, and means of transportation by 
rail is getting more efficient and easy
